What does 
indicate that historic milestone is the fact that Tammany, like all 
political machines, derives its strength from a myriad of little ward 
heelers, working for it day and night, year in, year out. They 
do not work for love, When the heelers are not rewarded with jobs 
and perquisites, as Tammany can no longer reward them, they quit.

vill be the building program of the U.S. Navy. For 
the fiscal year 1939, the Navy is asking an approp1 
ation of 236,000,000 for new construction alone, an 
increase over the $115,000,000 which it got in 1937 
and the $157,000,000 it has been awarded for 1938. 
With a friend of the Navy’s in the White House 
and perpetual war scares abroad, the Naval chiefs 
this year stand to get about all they ask for. 

If the 1939 budget goes through, it will step up 
a Navy building program which has been gaining 
momentum for the last two years, While the Wash- 
ington and London Naval ‘Treaties were in effect, 
the U. S. built no battleships and few warships of 
any kind. But even before the London Treaty 
expired in December, 1936, Japan and England had 
begun a naval race into which the U, 8. has now 
been reluctantly but thoroughly drawn,

‘The fairy godfather responsible for the Bradfords’ 
good fortune is Rexford Guy Tugwell, retired head 
of the defunct Resettlement Administration (aow 
Farm Security Administration). Greenbelt was his 
flossiest experiment. If Greenbelt homes were put on 
the open market, they would bring about three or 
four times the rent which the Government is asking 
of its selected tenants. The balance of the Brad- 
fords’ rent is charged up to American taxpayers, a 
great majority of whom can afford nowhere near 
such fine accommodations for themselves. 

Greenbelt is characteristic of New Deal housing 
ventures. For nearly five years the humanitarian 
Roosevelt Administration has stumbled & fumbled 
along with such expensive, unco-ordinated “dem- 
onstration projects,” made scarcely a dent in the 
great and growing problem of providing adequate liv- 
ing quarters for the “ill-housed” one-third of America.

0" this page you see four of the 51 low-cost housing projects which have been, 
or are being, built by the Federal Public Works Administration in 36 Ameri- 
can cities at a cost of $134,000,000. They are the last such structures which the 
Government expects to build. The new Housing Authority will act simply as 
bank and standard-setter, leave building and management to localities. 

‘The 51 PWA projects will house about 22,000 families, which is something. 
but not much. Their cost has made their rents, averaging about $6 per room 
per month, too high for dwellers in the worst American slums. 

‘The Housing Authority will now take over the PWA houses, sell or lease 
them to local housing authorities as quickly as possible. For them, as well as for 
new projects, the Authority will join localities in providing subsidies expected 
to bring rents down to less than $4 per room. 

With half a billion dollars to lend, the Housing Authority may make 175,- 
000 new homes. To rehouse nearly all of America’s slum families, it is estima. 
ted that the Government would have to spend 20 billion dollars in one year.

Hos Administrator Straus estimates that the Government, at best, can supply 
no more than 10% of America’s “terrifying” housing shortage. ‘The rest is up to 
private capital. Private capital will never supply homes for slum-dwellers, because 
there is no profit in it. But there are millions of better-off Americans who could if 
they would, or would if they could, have newer, better homes. On them depends 
the great, prosperity-bringing, long-expected Building Boom whose failure to devel- 
op this year is a factor in the current business slump. 

What may happen to America when the Boom comes is seen in little Midland, 
Mich. (population 8,038). Because it lives off the steadily-prosperous Dow Chem- 
ical Co., Midland was not hard hit by Depression. For five years it has been having 
a building boom of its own, some of the results of which are shown on these pages.

JOSEF HOFMANN CELEBRATES A GOLDEN ANNIVERSARY 


nist Josef Hofmann has a square, stolid face 

(above) and fingers (right) so short and stubby that 
he has to use a special keyboard. He does not sug- 
gest the traditional long-haired and long-fingered 
musical genius. But there is no man alive who can 
play the piano so well as Josef Hofmann. 

Fifty years ago, on Nov. 29, 1887, Josef Hofmann 
made his American debut as a boy prodigy of 10 
at the Metropolitan Opera House in New York. 
Critics who attended could searely find superlatives 
to match the enthusiasm of the audience, ‘They 
echoed the judgment of the great Anton Rubenstein 
who acclaimed little Josef as “a boy such as the 
history of music has never before produced.” On 
Nov. 28, 1937, Josef Hofmann will come back to 
the Metropolitan for a Golden Anniversary concert. 
‘The house has long since been completely sold out. 

Josef Hofmann, born in Cracow, Poland, in 1876, 


was 314 years old when he first played the piano. 
At 5, he wrote a mazurka, dedicating it to his 
father who was conductor at the Warsaw Opera. 
He made his first public appearance at the age of 
6. After his first U.S. tour, Alfred Corning Clark, 
h New York realtor, gave his family 850,000 
which enabled Josef to give up concerts, devote 
himself to study. When he was 18, Josef made a 
second debut ished himself per- 
manently among the great musicians of the world. 

Today, at 61, Josef Hofmann lives 
in Merion, suburb of Philadelphia. He is an Ameri- 
zen, is dean of the Curtis Institute of Mus 
young wife, with the nickname of “Pep;

SUPREME COURT SITS FOR PORTRAIT 


A new member always requires a new picture 


n Monday, Nov. 8, in the sepulchral new Supreme Court building, new 

Associate Justice Hugo LaFayette Black read his first decision, ruling 
that business firms must take care not to deceive the trusting public by 
concealing or twisting the whole truth in their statements. Hour or so 
carlier, in honor of their new colleague, the other Justices had assembled 
ith him in Harris & Ewing's gray stone building on Washington’s F Street. 
There they had been met by their Negro messengers and helped into their 
black-silk robes, then sat for the Court's 42nd official portrait (opposite 
page, bottom right) —its first under the New Deal. 

‘The Supreme Court's custom of sitting for a new portrait whenever it 
acquires a few member began in 1861, has been broken only once, in 1891, 
when one of the senior Justices was mortally ill. The new member stands 
at rear right, progresses according to seniority in each succeeding picture 
until he occupies the seat of honor on the Chief Justice’s right hand. The 
first three portraits on these pages were made respectively by Brady, 
the Civil War photographer, Bell, and Prince. The rest were made b 
Harris & Ewing, the semiofficial photographers of official Washington.
